We think you will be interested in these “vital statistics” about the new Mums introduced by Bristol each year: 

We raise about 5000 Mum seedlings each season; of these, perhaps 150 are selected for further crossing or testing. The 
next year at least 100 of these drop by the wayside. Two more years of testing reduces the total to about 3 to 6. ; 

Hence, each new Mum introduced by Bristol represents about 1000 seedlings! It takes that many to produce one that we 
think good enough to be a Bristol introduction, and four growing years to do the testing that we consider necessary.
